AN ACT to amend the Indiana Code concerning utilities and transportation.

SECTION 1.1C8-3-15-3ISAMENDED TOREAD ASFOLLOWS
[EFFECTIVE JULY 1, 1999]: Sec. 3. (a) A person who rides, drives,
or walks on or along the right-of-way or yard of arailroad company at
a place other than a public crossing commits a Class B misdemeanor.

(b) "Right-of-way" means the track or roadbed owned or leased by
arailroad which is located on either side of its tracks and which is
readily recognizable to a reasonabl e person as being railroad property
or isreasonably identified as such by fencing or appropriate signs.

(c) "Yard" means a system of parallel tracks, cross-overs, and
switches where cars are switched and made up into trains, and where
cars, locomotives, and other rolling stock are kept when not in use or
awaiting repairs.

(1) passengersontrainsor employeesof arailroad company while
engaged in the performance of their duties;

(2) picketing by railroad employeesin thevicinity of entrancesto
railroad company property;

(3) an authorized representative of the railroad employees,

(4) aperson going upon the right-of-way or into the yard to save
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human life or to protect property;
(5) a person being on the station grounds or in the depot of the
railroad company as apassenger or for the purpose of transacting
business;
(6) aperson, or the person's family or employees going upon the
right-of-way for the purpose of crossing from one (1) part to
another part of afarm the person owns or leases, where the farm
lies on both sides of the right-of-way;
(7) aperson having written permission from therailroad company
to go upon the right-of-way;
(8) representatives of the Indiana department of transportation;
(9) representatives of the thterstate commeree eommisston: of
federal Surface Transportation Board; or
(10) aregistered land surveyor or a land surveyor's employees
who are on the right-of-way or in the yard for the purpose of
making land surveys.
SECTION 2.1C 35-42-2-5.5ISADDED TOTHEINDIANA CODE
